SUBJECT +: Adequacy Survey of the CIG Daily and Weekly Summaries 


1, ALL officials who receive the C1G Daily and Weekly Summaries, or 
representatives of these officials, were interviewed recently to ascertain 
their reaction to the summaries and to obtain any suggestions they might have 
regarding posaible improvements in these publications, 


2, With the exception of the Assistant Chief of Air Staff~-2, all 
persons interviewed consider the Daily Summaries to be of substantial benefit 
to them, The Assistant Chief of Air Staff-2 feels that the Daily is of little 
or no value to A-2. 


&. Representatives of the Office of the Secretary of State are of 
the opinion that CIG should not publish a Weekly Summery, Admiral Leahy said 
that there is some question as to whether there is any need for a Weekly, 
since it is principally a restatement of what has appeared in Daily Summaries. 
Other recipients of the Weekly Summary consider it a useful publication and 
most recipients were enthusiastic in their comments.

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THE PRESIDENT 


Adairal. William D, Leahy was interviewed and he stated that he finde 
the Daily Summaries very satiafactory, He said thet the President reads 
these summeries regularly. Admiral Leahy was queried ae to whether he had 
any suggestions aa to how the summaries may be improved in order to serve 
their pringipél purpose of keeping the President informed of highly significant 
happenings and developments in world affairs. The Admiveal pondered the question 
for sone time end atated that he honestly could offer no suggestions and that he 
feale thet the Daily Summaries serve their purpose very well, It is noted 
that the Admiral commented that the President receives with each Daily Summary 
the original measages on which the items therein are based. 


With regard to the Weekly Summaries, Admiral Leahy stated that sithough .... .. 
he did not wieh to make any recoamendation, he felt that there might be some 
queation as to whether there ia any nead to publish a Weekly Sumiery ineemich 
ag it is prineipally a compilation of data which already appeared in the Daily

Captain E. B. Grantham, Aide to Admiral Leahy, soumented with regard to 
the Daily Summaries that it might be wall to furnish sone pertinent collateral | 
data on certain items such as the item which appeared a few weeke ago reporting 
the assassination of a British Brigadier. He suggested that in this case it 
would have been interesting to have some information about the murderer, such 
as the party she represents and any other significant fasts about her that nay 
be knowa. 


Ae teg ne. 


ur, Je Borden Reams, Personal Assistant te the Secretary, stated that for 
about two weeks after taking office, the Secretary read the Daily Summaries but 
then gave inatructione that the summaries be exanined and importent items flagged 
before being submitted to him, (Fer two weeks before going to Moscow, the 
Secretary's time was occupied fully with preparations for the conference and 

the Daily Summaries were not submitted to hin at all.) Mr. Reame said thet he 
would estimate thet during the period he was flagging items for the Secretary, 

he flagged approximately 2 or 5 items a week, He atated that, most of the 
information in the Dedites is taken from State Department sources and is 
furnished the Seoretary through State Department channels. 


Mr, Reames said that he spoke to the Secretary about the Weekly Summaries 
and the Secratary read the first issue after he took offies but that he haa not 
read any subsequent issues. Mr. Reams stated that he personally 1s not greatly 
impressed by the Weekly Summaries and that lately he hae not teken time to read 
them inasmioh as the information in them seems to be stale. 


Mr. Reams stated that he reads all the special studies, most of whieh 
he considers very good and that he has sent many of them into the Secretary. 
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My, Reams stated that the only peraon whe reads the Dailies, seeklies, 
and special studies othar than himself and occagionally the Secretary (as 
indicated above) is tir, Robert Barnes, Acting Information Officer, Office of 
the Secretary. iir. Barnes reads these publications now in the absence of iir, 
Bromley Guith who read them prior to his departure for the Moscow conference, 


Ms, Resans stated that he understood that besause of security reasons 
and the restricted distribution of the Daily and Weekly Summaries, he was not 
authorized to show items tharein to the Assistant Seorctaries, Hs said ke 
would like to have authority to hand-carry these summaries to these officials 
end show them certain items of uwousual interest which he believes they should 
geo, He said that he would not make any information in the mummaries cvail~ 
able below the Assistant Secretary level and that the docunents would be pro~ 
eessed by hand and the seourity thereof maintained. Ur, Reams was informed 
by the CLG representative who oenducted this interview that the Central Intel- 
ligense Group. has no objection to his showing to the Aselatant Secretaries any 
items in the summaries which he believes they should see. (In subsequent dis- 
eussion with Mr, Reams and Mr, Robert Barnes, who is primarily responsible for 
indicating spseial items in the swmasaries which the Assistant Secretaries 
@hould see, Mr, Barnes stated that he estimated that there would be two or 
three items a week which should be shown to one of the Assistant Searetarias,) 


In regard to the special studies, Mr, Reames and Mr, Barnes stated that 
they would like ta be authorized to show these studies not only to the Ausistant 
Seeretaries but also to the Office Directors who have cognizance of particular 
types of subject matter appearing in these atudies, Ho said that the studies 
would be hand processed and the seeurity of the documents and information therein 
guarded closely, Mr. Reams was informed thet 61G would interpese no objection 
to his wsking the special studies avallable to Office Direetors under the cir- 
cumstances indicated. 


In regerd to the Deily Summaries, Mr. Reams said that he believes that 
this publication has improved steadily, He said that he likes the idea of 
C1G making comments on certain items in the Daily. — 


Mr, Reams said that Mr, Robert Barnes would be better able than he to 
express comment on the quality of the summaries. 


Mr, Barnes, upon being interviewed, said that he hes been following the 
summaries for only sbout two weeks (since Mr. Bromley Smith left for iioseow). 
He said that in general he considers the Dally Summaries as satisfactory. Re 
feele that the iteas in the Dailies are well selested and are of about the 
right length. He would like to see more material from the War and Navy Depart— 
ments, - not only new items but also War and Navy political and economies re- 
ports on the same subjects that are reported by the State Department. Hea be- 
Lieves that there would be different shadings in the reporting and that it 
would be well to integrate the War ond Navy reports with the State Dep-rtment 
reports. (Mr. Reames, who was present during the interview with Mr, Barnes, 
songurred in Mr, Barnes’ thoughts on this matter.) 
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Mr. Barnes stated that occasionally items selected for the Dally are too 
technigal for presentation on the high level for which the Daily is prepared. 
He ¢ited as an example certain items regarding Pan-American contract negotiations, 


Kr, Barnes said that he believes that sometimes direct quotations are 
used wimecessarily in items in the Daily. He gets the impression sometimes that 
more attention is paid to *eute" form rether then to a clear and concise pre- 
sentation of facts. In regard to the verbatim quotation of exeerpta from. cables 
in the Daily, Mr. Barnes said that actually the person who is being quoted isa 
only giving tne substance of what he has learned and in an absolute sense the 
quotation does not pertain to the actual souree of the information, 


Mr. Barnes stated thet he is not satisfied with the Weeklies as they are 
mow prepared, He first commented that he thought the Weekly should contain fewer 
items and that the items included should be developed more fully. He went on to 
eay that actually he is not in favor of the idea of a Weekly Summary az such. 

He would be in fawor of more special studies of certain subjects that are now 
written up in the Weeklies, He cited a French political stery which «ppeared 
in the Weekly and stated that although a couple of days after the story appeared 
in the Weekly there was setually a story to tell, at the time i+ wae printed in 
the Weekly the story had not ripened. He aaid that the essence of this atory 

' had already been told in the Daily and that the story in the Weekly conteined 
nothing new except a few exbellishnents which had appeared in the pubile press. 
In general, Mr. Barnes stated that he fecle that the Weekly Summaries are not 
eemplete and self-sustaining and that it would be uuch better to handle sach item 
of really outstunding significance as an individual special study, giving it 
more complete treatment and presenting it when the full story is ready. 


With regerd to itens in the "frends in Brief" which are not developed inte 
spegial articles in the Weekly, Mr, Barnes feels that these are simply repetition © 
ef items in the Daily. He said that even though they may be selected items re- 
fleeting outstanding trends, he does not feel they serve any useful purpose. 


Mr, Barnes stated that although the State Department gets out a weekly 
edition, it is written for a different group of customers than the State Depart- 
ment dailies, He pointed out that the CiG Weekly is prepared for the same 
customers who receive the Dailies, a 


SECREZARY OF WAR 


Lt, Col, John KX, Waters, Aide to the Secratary of War, stated that the 
Secretary reads the Daily and Weekly Summaries avidly and regularly. The 
Secretary frequently makes studies of individual iteus which appear in tha 
Summaries and requests further date on then, Colonel faters said that although 
the Seoretary has never made any coment, his actions indicate definitely that 
he is very well pleased, Conasequently, Colonel Waters did not feel that it 
would be at all necessary to query the Secretary for his views. 
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Captain William R. Smedberg Ill, Aide to the Seorstary of Navy, stated 
that he sonsidered both the Daily and Weekly Summeries as valuable but not as 
indispensable, He queried the Secretary for hie views and to obtain any sug~ 
gestions he might have, The Seoretary stated that he considers these pub- 
lieations very useful but that he does not believe they ere vital in the senae 
thet he could not get along without them. He had no suggestions to offer re~ 
garding any possible iuprowementa in thease publications, 


Ceptain Smedberg said that frequently the summeries contain itens which 
are not furnished the Secretary Shrough other channels, - 


Captain Smedhberg said that oceasionally the Seoretaries of State, War, 
and Navy eall one another by telephone and refer to items appearing in the 
Dailies and Weeklies. He said that some of the more sapereets itezs are dis- . 
 gsussed at ueetings of the Secretaries. 


Queried as to whether he feels that. a Weekly Suamery of intelligences 
should be prepared by C16, Captain Smedberg said thet he definitely 1s in 
favor of having a Weekly.

SHIRE OF STAR, ARMY 


Gelonel J. te Samed, Secretary of the General Giaff, stated that both 
the Daily and Weekly are good intelligence material, well. presented, and are 
Felushble to the Chief of Staff. He said that the Chief of Staff does not 
read the complete summaries regularly imasguch as normally he has already 
received through War Department chennels the same informetion that appears 
in these publications, He said that occasionally (perhaps two or three times 
& week) an ites ir flagged for the attention of the Ghief of Staff. 


Colonel Bowen said that General Handy and General Hodes read these 
summaries regularly, Colonel Bowen stated thet thé Office of the Chief of 
Steff hes no suggestions to offer and no comment to make except thet both 
publications are entirely satisfactory. 


Captain Henry €, Bruton, Aide to Admiral Ninitz, stated that Admiral 
Himits and Admiral Ramsey read both muamaries regulerly. He said that he is 
certain that they are well satisfied, If they were not satisfied, he is sure 
thet he would heve had some indication of this fact from then. 
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Captain Bruten stated that about once or twice a month Admirel Nimites 
requests a fuller story on some item which has appeared in the Daily. 


Gaptain Bruton stated that he considers the Weeklies to be very good 
and that he is quite certain that Admiral Nimitz is likewise pleased with then. 
He said thet the Admiral sometimes reads only the “Trends in Brief*® but that 
he reads some of the Weeklies in their entirety. 


Oaeptein Bruton stated that an indication of Admiral Ninits's interest 
and appreciation of the summaries is the fact that when the Admiral returns to 
his office after being away for a period of time he instructs Captain Bruten te 
bring hin the summaries issued during his absence, 


Captain Bruton stated that he pergonally is very weli pleased with the 
presentation of items in the “Trends in Brief*. 


Colonel Thomas C, Musgrave, Jr., Exeoutive to General Spasts, stated that 
he ia very well satisfied with the Daily and the iieekly and thet he has no 
special comments or recomendations to make, He said that he reviews the sun- 
maries in order to flag certain items for the attention of General Speats end 
he mentioned, as an example, thet on 5 April 1947 he flagged all items in the 
Daily for General Spacts's attention, Colonel Muagreve sald that although he 
likes both publications, he is somewhat more pleased with the Neskly than the 
Daily. ; 


Colonel Musgrave queried General Spaatz, who reported that he had no 
special comment to make except that he thought both publication: are “very 
fine*, ‘ 


Lt, Col, John Steale, Executive to Director, P & 0, stated thet in the 
Office of P & 0, the Dally and Weekly Summaries sre read regularly by General 
Norstad, Generel Arnold and Colonel Wood, Colonel Stecle queried theses officers, 
who are the only ones who read the summaries in P & 0, and he reported back that 
P& 0 ie well satinfied with the sumeries and hus no special comments to offer 
or suggestions to make. Colonel Steele said that although the Deilies contained 
nothing of which P & 0 has not already been apprised, they are of real value 
inaemach as they focus attention on selected items indicating trends which are 
significant on the basis of CIO analysis. 


ae creer 
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Rear Admiral Edmund T. Woolridge, ACNO/Politico-Military Affuirs, 
stated that he is wery well pleased with the Daily and Weekly Summaries, 
He feels thet a deekly as such is a desirable publication, However, he 
feels that some of the articles in the Weekly warrant fuller treatauant 
and ha would like to have more comprehensive special studies on these 
wmibjeats issued on a timely basis, . 


Admiral Woolridge briefs the C1 muamaries for the Secretary of the 
Heavy. However, he bad no information to furnish regarding the Secretary's 
reaction, 


Admiral toolridge queried Vice Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, DCNO 
(Operations) who stated, ae raported by Admiral Woolridge, that he"deesn!+ 
know how he could get along without that book every day*, Admiral Yoolridge 
gaid that Admiral Sherman considers both the Deily and the jfeekly Summaries 
very valuable and that Admiral Sherman had no suggestion to offer exeept that 
it might be desirable for C10 to issue more apecial studies presenting in a 
rare menner some of the outstanding summaries which ere included in 

he Weekly, 


Major General Otto P, Weyland, AC/AS-~5, stated that he is fully 
satisfied with both the Daily and Weekly Summaries and that he has no 
@aggeations te offer. Ee asid that he likes the Dailies somewhat better than 
the Weeklies, Normally he dows not read the Neekly in its entirety but simply 
asang the infermation in it, ; 


Colonel £. J, Rogers, Chief, Polioy Division, AC/A8-5, stated that 
he ia very well pleased with both enmuaries, He said that they furnish 
exoollent background orientation for him and thet although he is unable to 
point to any one conepets item which has formed s basis for his action, as 
a whole the gumieries keap him well informed of the broad strategie intelli- 
gence pieture, Colonel Rogers said thst he likes the format of these summariss, 
gach ag the use of a brief sentence at the beginning of an item to indicate the 
general gontents, which is of assistance in deteraining whether to read the 
entire iten, : 


Mr, W, Park Armstrong, Deputy to the Special Assistant to the Sesretary 
ef State for Research and Intelligence, said that he is very well satisfied 
with both the Daily and the Weekly. He said thst the Daily rarely, if ever, 
hag any information which is not furnished him through the Stete Departzent. 
However, he feels there is a substantial benefit in receiving the CIG Dailies 
insemich as review of these sumuaries affords a basis for comparison between 
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| gelectivity and emphasis by two different groups of analysts, He pointed out 
that the State Department daily sumaary is longer than CiG'S and is slanted 
to departmental needs whereas the C1G suamary provides the over-ell national 
picture, 


Mr, Armstrong said that he thinks the Weekly is a very fine publication | 
and that he is in full agcord with the idea of presenting intelligence sumartes 
on a weekly basis, selecting certain outstanding itema from the daily items, 
giving seme of these items fuller treataent, and showing their significance in 
regard to possible future developments, 


In general, Mr, Armstrong said thet he feels thet the analysts and 
editors who prepare the sumeries have « fine editorial philesophy and eztallent 
atendards. 


During the past few weeks numerous efforts were made to arrange an 
appointment with Colonel Carter W, Clarke, Deputy Director of intelligence, 
WDGS, but due to the heavy work sehedule of Colonel Clarke, these efforts 
were unsuccessful, Consequently, it was decided to interview Colonel FR. F. 
tanis, Chief, Intelligence Group, ID, WDGS. 


During the interview with Colonel Ennis, he called in Mr, daldo Moore, 
Editor of the Intelligence Review, and arranged for him to query the Branch 
Ghiefs for their reactions to the Daily and the Weekly and to obtein sny 
suggestions of possible improvements in these publications. As « result thereof, 
Gelonel Eunis submitted a memorandum for the Central Intelligence Group, dated 
@ May 1947, the contents of which are quoted below? 


"The very few persons in the Intelligence Division, #DG5, who 
have been afforded the opportunity to see the publications of 
GIG find them exceedingly helpful. They consider that their 
format, methed of presentation, and content are exeallent. 
They are waaniaous in the desire that a copy of the Yellew Book 
be made available to each geographic branch in the Intelligence 
» not only for the information therein, but also as @ means 
whereby the views of CIG may be ascertained." 


Colonel Ennis stated when interviewed initially that he was sure thet 
the reaction te the summaries would be uniformly good. Querted as to whether 
a GIG intelligence summary on a weakly basis is desirable, Colonel Ennis and 
Ur, Moore stated emphatically that it is desirable. 


Colonel Ennis stated "off the record" that five Branch Chiefs (geo- 
graphic areas and strategic) are permitted to read the Daily and Weekly Sun- 
maries, These publications are not circulated outside Celonel Ennis’ office, 
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but the Chiefs are called into his office to read the sumzzries as soon as the 
publications are received each afternoon (ebout 1680 hours). 


It de the judgment of this office that Colonel Ennis has been unduly 
iimiting the opportunity of the specified key personnel in ID to obtain infor- 
mation in the summeries for xhich they have a legitimate need in the performance 
of their official duties. It appears that these personnel are not given 
sufficient opportunity to study and digest the information in the sumueries, 
Gtr, Waldo Moore stated to the C1G representative that all of the Branch Chiefs 
would like to have an opportunity to spend much more time studying items in 
the sumuarfes which are within their particular fields of interest.) 


It is also the judgment of this office that Colonel Ennis is umeces- 
garily concerned about revealing to C1G the fast thet the muusaries are being 
made available to key personnel even to the limited extent that has been the 
practice, Hence, although Colonel Ennis indiested his desire to keep this 
foff. the record®, it ia not believed that there is any real breach of confi- 
dence in reporting the facts set forth above. 


After appropriste consideration by this office, Colonel Ennis was in- 
forued on 2 May 1947 that in compliance with the request in his menorsndus of 
2 May 1947, C1G would send one extre copy of each Daily and ‘eekly Sunuaary to 
iD, WDGS and thet C1G interposed no objection to hia making the sumuaries 
available to the key personnel specified hereinbefore, Colonel Ennis said 
that although it would be preferable to heve s separates extra copy of the 
Weekly for each Branch Chief, a single extra copy for the Intelligence Group 
would be very helpfol. He stated that he would insure that the summaries 
would be handled in accordance with their TOP SECRET Classifiestion and that 
 gecurity safeguards would be adhered to carefully. 


in addition to the substantive comments regarding the welue of the 
summeries, ee reported in Colonel Ennis' memorandum, Mr. Moore stated that 
all of the key personnel whom he consulted feel that the selectivity of items 
for the sumaries is splendid and that each item in the Dally is a well-written 
precis. He said thet the CIG comments on items in the Daily are particularly 
fine and thet the CIG evaluetion is of substantial benefit to ID. ie said that 
sonetines, but rarely, the ID analysts do not agree completely with the O10 
comment but thet in these cases the C1G comuent is valuable as representing the 
evaluation of C1G's experte in the field concerned. 


Mr, Moore said that although 1D gets copies of most of the State eables 
om which the items in the Daily Summary are based, they do not get all of these 
cables and, further, they frequently do not get them until 16 to 24 hours after 
they hava received the C1G Daily, Mr. Meore stated also that ID does not 
produce any publication similar to the Daily, containing concise, selected items 
of outstanding immediate interest end that consequently the CiG Daily is most 
welcons. . 
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With regard to the Weekly, dr. Moore said that neither he nor any of 
the other key personnal have any substantial suggestions. All of them are 
very well pleased with the present form and content. The *trends in brisf* 
ere considered a very desirable feature. One of the key personnel queried 
by Mr. Moore suggested that in each Weekly it might be well to develep one 
er two of the outstanding articlea and give the subject more comprehensiva 
treatment in the Weekly than ia ourrently the practias. 


One of the key personnel queried by Mr, Moore suggested that articles 
in the Weekly be given a security classifiestion in accordance with their 
individual merits and that if thio practice were established some articles 
might be given only a fonfidential or Secret classification rather than being 
classified Top 3ecret. 


Mr, Moore stated unhesitatingly that it is his opinion that the Dally 
and the Weekly, as now prepared, serve their primary purpose of Keeping the 
Pregident well informed of the more significant happenings and trends bearing 
on our notional security. 


Commodore Charles Rend, Deputy Chief of Naval Intelligence, stated 
thet although ONI obtains copies of the criginal messages which are briefed 
in the Daily Summaries, he considers the Deilies as very valuable inasmuch 
as they furnish the CIG selestion of significant events and trends on «4 
timely current basis. He stated thet he likewise considera the Weeklies 
ap waluable and that he has no suggestions of any changes that might be 
deairable in either publication, 


Commodore Rend stated that these summaries are read by himself, 
Admiral Inglis, and a few additional selected key personnel in ON], 


Major General George C, McDonald, 16/a8-2, stated that he does "not 
feel too enthused" about the Daily Summaries but that he does consider the 
Weekly Sunsaries as worthwhile. He said that the Daily is "painfully brief® 
and thet it is difficult and frequently impossible to gragp what is neant 
by the isolated items of information as reported. General MeDonald stated 
that there is rarely, if ever, in the Daily Sumaary information of which A~2 
is not already aware as a result of receiving copies of the original ueseages, 
He gaid that the Datly rarely has anything of immediate walue to A-2 but that 
be realizes it would be difficult, if not impossible, to fashion the Daily in 
euch a manner that it would be pointed to mest the peculiar needs of each of 
the various recipients.

messeges on which the items therein are based, Colonel Olive considers the 
Weeklies very good, He said thet they focus attention on developments and 
trends which CI¢ considers to be of outstanding interest, thereby enabling 
A-2 to keep oriented with CIG thinking, Colonel Olive stated thet he is also 
very well pleased with the CIG special studies, 
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
